CAUSES ONE DEATH 
SAN ANTONIO, Texas. March 11. 
—-Lieutenant loron L. Mitchell. F e ­ 
dora, Miss., was 
instantly killed, 
Cadet Joseph ('. Wakefield seriously 
injured and -Cadet Pemberton slight­ 
ly injured in an airplane collision 
at Kelly Field No. 2, tonight.

went over m ore th a n a year ago. 
C am paign Begins Two Y ears Ago 
The Illinois conference began its 
cam paign two years ago last fall by 
the ap p o in tm en t of Rev. H enry C, 
Gibbs as field secretary and by the 
selection of a commission. 
The plan 
was to raise $300,000 
from 
the 
charges and at least $200,000 by be­ 
quests, legacies and large individual 
gifts. 
E ach charge is asked to raise 
an a m o u n t equal to the cash salary 
of th e pastor in 1915. 
More than 
$200,000 have alread y been raised.

Madden took charge of a blackboard,

with sq u ares represent­ 
ing d o lla r gifts. 
H. H. P o tter and 
W. C. G reen acted as tellers. 
Dr. 
Gibbs called for subscriptions and 
they w ere announced so rapidly by 
the solicitors th a t th e tellers were 
kept busy and- 
th e blackboard ilia 
gram rapidly melted away. 
In about 
20 m iu n tes over 
$1800 
had been 
pledged, including the $1200 secured 
Saturday. 
A F ine R ecord 
On M onday 
Dr. Gibbs and Dr 
Madden, secured pledges enough to 
put th e ch u rch “ over the to p ” and 
to provide ag ain st 
an y 
shrinkage 
that m ig h t occur due to the five year 
paym ent. 
This total includes a few 
gifts t h a t have been prom ised but 
not yet reported on signed pledge 
cards. 
It has been a physical impos­ 
sibility fo r th e field w orker and the 
pastor to call on all the m em bers 
and frien d s of the church and the 
pastor will be glad to receive sub­ 
scriptions a t any tim e for this most 
worthy cause. 
The 
cam paign 
has 
been sh o rt, strenuous and victorious. 
Before he left the city last evening 
Dr. Gibbs expressed his satisfaction 
with th e m ethods and results and 
highly com plim ented the people of 
Grace c h u rc h on th e ir quick, gener­ 
ous and gracious response.

March 12, 1817, “but the most r e l i ­ 
able authorities o f th e present d a y 
give 1818 as the y e a r of his b irth. 
Comparatively little is know n of 
the an c es try and boyhood of the ce le­ 
brated commander. T h e records s h o w 
that h e was ap p o in ted a m id sh ip ­ 
man in the navy in 1835, a t t e n d e d 
the n a v a l academy in 1840, an d w a s 
commissioned a lie u te n an t in 1846. 
At t h e com m enc em ent of the civil 
war W o rd e n reported at W a s h in g t o n 
for active sea service. 
He was s e n t 
overland with 
d es p atc h es for t h e 
co m m a n d e r of th e F e d e ra l fleet off 
Pensacola; and on h i s return to t h e 
North w as captured b y the C o n f e d ­ 
erates n e a r Montgomery, Ala. 
A few' 
m onths later he w a s paroled a n d in 
J a n u a ry , 18-62. he a g a i n reported a t 
W ashington for duty . 
Given O fficial Trial. 
J o h n Ericsson h a d ju s t com pleted 
his M o n ito r and 
t h e queer l it tle 
craft h a d 1>een given a n official t r i a l 
by th e Government. 
When it w a s 
decided to put th e “ cheese box on 
a r a f t ” into real se rvice the N a v y 
D ep a rtm en t selected W orden to h e 
her co m mander. 
T h e young c o m ­ 
m ander lost no tim e in getting i n t o 
the th i c k of affairs. F o r some m o n t h s 
the f a m o u s ironclad 
Merrimac, 
in 
the h a n d s of the Confederates, h a d 
been pla ying havoc a l o n g the c oa sts 
of V irg in ia and t h e -Carolinas a n d 
th reatened to wipe o u t a large p a r t 
of the Federal 
n a v y unless s o m e 
means 
were 
found 
to effectively 
check h e r operations. 
W h e n 
Worden 
w a s given c o m ­ 
mand of the Monitor word had j u s t 
been received of a new' and success­ 
ful raid by the M errim ac. 
W i th o u t 
taking tim e to drill t h e crew at t h e 
guns or to become f a m i lia r with t h e 
working of the tu rre t, he put to s e a 
and proceeded s tr a i g h t to H a m p t o n 
Roads. 
The Monitor a rriv ed at H a m p t o n 
Roads j u s t in time to witness t h e 
destruction of several Federal vessels 
by the Merrimac. 
T h e Confederate 
gunboat had almost to ta lly dem olish­ 
ed th® Cum berland a n d the Congress, 
and w as setting a b o u t destroying 
the o t h e r -Federal warships, w hen, 
on the m orning of M a rc h 9, the u n ­ 
pretentious little M o n it o r slipped i n ­ 
to the field and m a k i n g straight f o r 
the Merrim ac, opened fire. 
A b le to Move Q uickly. 
The pilot house f r o m which W o r ­ 
den com m anded his 
boat was 
a 
square iro n structure, so small as to 
accommodate only t h r e e men, t h e 
com mander, pilot a n d q u a rte r-m a s ­ 
ter. 
W o rd e n fought a t close q u a r ­ 
ters, h a n d l ed his boat skillfully, a n d 
availed himself of all t h e advantages 
possessed b y his lit tle craft. 
T h e 
Monitor was enabled, by the sm all­ 
ness of its size, to m o v e and t u r n 
quickly, 
an d its p ec u lia r construc­ 
tion enabled it to a p p r o a c h w ith in 
very s h o r t distance 
of the e n e m y 
without suffering f r o m any r e t u r n 
fire. 
Altho th e Merrimac was not d e ­ 
stroyed, sh© was com pletely disabled, 
and the ability of t h e Monitor to 
cope w ith her prevented her p r o s e ­ 
cuting t h e campaign t h a t had b e e n 
planned. 
The victory o f the Monitor 
not only saved the r e m a i n d e r of t h e 
Federal fleet from destruction, b u t it 
prevented th e European interference 
which would probably have resulted 
had the Merrimac p r o v e d victorious. 
Near t h e close of t h e engagem ent 
Worden met with an accident which 
for a tim e threatened him with t h e 
loss of his sight. 
A large shell, 
striking th e pilot hou se and ex-plod- 
Ing, blinded him. 
I t was m a n y 
months before he wholly recovered. 
Worden was received in W ash in g ­ 
ton as a popular hero. 
On two oc­ 
casions h e was given a vote of t h a n k s 
by Congress and was p ro m o ted to t h e 
ranks of com mander a n d captain.
